"Th<* puddling furnaces of the Na- 


tional rolling miil at McKeesport were j 
£rt<i preparatory to a start of the mtU 
at 3 o'clock this morning. The strikers 
aad the entire plant picketed all night. 
Thf management had a score of extra 
coai and iron police on duty and was 
determined 10 have the mill in opera- 
tion before 6 o'clock. 
Every Amal- 


gamated man in McKeesport was or- 
dered by President Shaffer to go on 
picket duty about the tube works at 


' o'clock. His instructions were to 


stop aad interview every m3n eater- 
>2g the plant aad endeavor to dis- 
suade him from going to work, but in 
no event to try to prevent by force. 


The nres were pulled at. the Repub- 


lic mill and at the Paiaetrs oaili at 3 
o'clock this morning because of lack 
of m?n. The Lindsay & MeCatcheoa 
mill in Allegheny also gave up the at- 
tempt to start. 


The Amalgamated .Association has 


developed great strength in Wheeling 
district and *>as made gains in some 
of the Pennsylvania districts. 


The iron masters derived most 


satisfaction because of the refusal of 
the Amalgamated men at South Chi- 
cago, Joliet and Bay view to obey the 
general strike order of President Shaf- 
fer, aad success in maintaining opera- 
tions in other plants where it was an- 
ticipated there would be trouble. 


The strike leaders meet the clains 


of victory with the assertion that 
their cause is making satisfactory 
progress and that they will show 
themselves masters of the situation 
before the contest has progressed 
much farther. 
They do not conceai 


their disappointment at the refusal o* 
the western brethren to join with 
them ia the strike, but none of the 
leaders 
would discuss the 
defec- 


tion. They declared there would be 
developments throughout the week 
that would materially change the sit- 
uation.

The Bankers' Magazine recently 


«d a facsimile of a Chine** treasury oot* 
of the year 136T. probably the oldest 
piece of paper money in ^tiatenc*. Thl» 
note KSS found last January, alone with 
other valuables, in m. bronxe otatae of 
Buddha which stood int a temple within 
the iaclosnre of tbe summer palace of tbe 
dowager empress of China. Italian Mt- 
diers encaged in looting broke a bole in 
the base of the figure, and the paper 
money tumbled ont along with gold, sil- 
ver and bras* coins. lentils, rice, rolls of 
prayers, etc. The note wax issued, ac- 
cording to tbe printing on it, "by tbe 
board of revenue-of the Emperor Hnnc 
We in the year 1367." and ita value ia 
stated to be 250 taels (about 1C7). 
It 


professed to be "redeemable in tflver bul- 
lion." 


Besides beinj the oldest known, frtece 


of paper money, this treasury note make* 
it clear that Gutenberg was not the 8r*t 
user of movable type. 
Tb* note was 


clearly printed with movable type at * 
date over a hundred year* before Guten- 
berg began to experiment. The German 
printer was born in 1410. long1 after the 
use of movable type in China. It is as- 
serted, in fact, that tbe Chine** employ* 
ed movable type aa early aa tbe eleventh 
cenrary. 


Trlelce* *r a Phot**rm»k. 


A prominent lawyer successfully work- 


ed a clever scheme on a gang of work- 
men employed by the city recently which 
enabled him to win a rait for damages 
from tbe municipality. A client of tbe 
lawyer was driving alone -one of th* 
principal streets when the wheel of hi* 
wagoa struct a hole, causing him to fall 
and Ujare himself. After the case had 
been placed hi tbe bands of th* lawyer 
an the day following th* accident b* and 
a photographer visited tbe scene of th* 
accident to make som* photographs of 
tha hole in the street to be nsed in court. 


He was surprised to find that tbe city 


had sent a gang of workmen to repair 
the cause of the accident. It waa im- 
possible for the photographer to make 
any pictures while the workmen were 
about, and after a few moments' tboncht 
the lawyer invited the entire gang of 
workmen to have a drink at a nearby sa- 
loon. Each of them accepted his Invita- 
tion, and while they were gone the pho- 
tographer got in his work. What tha 
testimony of the witnesses In tbe case 
failed to show satisfactorily to the jury 
when the suit was tried was adequately 
proved by the photographs, and a ver- 
dict was rendered in favor of tbe law- 
yer's client.—Philadelphia Time*.

Moxley Sorel. 66, of Savannah, Ga., 
died at the home of his brother near 
Roanoke. General Sorel entered tbe 
Confederate army at Savannah as vol- 
unteer aide on Longstreet's staff at 
the outbreak ol the civil war.

Emperor 
William in toe uixii*>rn» of a field mar- 
sh^i. ?.-companied by the empress and 
the:, sons, together with their suites, 
was followed by Count Von Walder- 
see. Count Von Buelow and others, 
who drove to the railway station 
about 9 o'clock. The emperor review- 
ed the guard of honor. At 9:16 the 
royal train arrived. King Edward, in 
the blue uniform of the Prussian dra- 
goons, alighted with Queen Alexandra, 
Princess Victoria and Prince Nicholas 
of Greece. Emperor William affec- 
tionately clasped the hand of the Brit- 
ish monarch and gave him a cordial 
welcome. He then kissed the hands 
of Queen Alexandra and Princess Vic- 
toria. Their majesties conversed * 
few 
minutes and their respective 


suites were introduced. King Edward 
warmly shaking the hand of Count 
Von Waldersee. The gnard of honor 
tt»*-n marched past, after which the 
imperial and royal party was escorted 
to a hotel, where the emperor and em- 
press remained a quarter of an hour, 
and then drove to Homburg castle. 
The streets were not lined with troops 
and the carriages were not escorted 
by cavalry. King Edward and Queen 
Alexandra returned the visit of the 
emperor and empress at the castle.

To this Washington was 
bound In a sitting position. Wash- 
ington's victim was asked by the mob 
to apply the torch, but this she re- 
fused to do. Her husband was select- 
ed in her stead. Washington looked 
straight into the eyes of Ciark as the 
latter applied the match. The wood 
was saturated 
with kerosene oil. 


Washington showed no signs of agony 
and met death without & groan. Xegro 
citizens of the section of Bryant coun- 
ty in which the tragedy took plae; 
w^.-e almost a unit in approving It, 
many of them being in the mob.
